Auburn Receives Grant 
For Science Institute 


The National Science Foundation has awarded API a grant of 
$111,500 with which to conduct a summer institute for high school 


teachers of science and mathematics. 


Dr. Ernest Williams, API pro- 


fessor of mathematics, will direct the Institute, which will be held 
from June 10 through August 22, 1959. 


Teachers from Alabama. Georgia, 
Florida, South Carolina, Mississippi, 
Tennessee, Louisiana, and Arkansas 


may be eligible to attend. Teachers 
chosen to attend will receive $800 scho- 
larships, travel pay, tuition, and $15 
ber week for 11 weeks for each depend- 
ent, 

Applicants may obtain application 
forms from Institute Director, Dr. Ern- 
est Williams. 


The Science Foundation has estab- 
lished the following objectives for the 
Institute: 

(1) To inerease teaching competence 


in subject-matter; (2) To develop teach- 
ers’ ability to motivate capable students 
to consider careers in science: (3) To 
Permit teachers to with the 
Prominent scientists who participate in 
the institute and to thus give teachers 
new and greater pro- 
fessional prestige; (4) To effect greater 
understanding and appreciation of mu- 
tual teaching problems among teachers 
of mathematics and science at both the 
high school and collegiate levels. 

Teachers taking the courses will re- 
Ceive graduate credit toward degrees, 
Courses, especially designed for high 
School teachers, will be offered in 
mathematics, chemistry, physics, bot- 
any, zoology and general science.

Chemistry Needs Space 
To Retain Good Staff 


If one were seeking departments on the Auburn Campus least likely 
to have serious problems, he would have to place the Department of 
Chemistry high on the list. Any Auburn man can find sound reasons for 
pride in this department: It is well staffed with men of outstanding 
qualifications and ability; it maintains consistently high standards of in- 
struction for faculty members and of proficiency for students; it has a 
sound—one might, justifiably say “excellent”—graduate program through 
the doctoral level; and its faculty is constantly engaged in a varied pro- 


gram of significant research. 

But Chemistry has not escaped the 
acute problems that have arisen from 
rapid enrollment increases and lagging 
financial support. The same old story 
of. inadequate facilities, sub-standard 
salaries, and too few faculty members 
can be read in the classrooms, labora- 
tories, and offices of Chemical 
Laboratory. The urgency of critical 
needs demands that the Alumnews pre- 
sent the problems first and the justi- 
fications for pride second in this story.

Ross Bursting At Seams 


Inadequate space constitutes a parti- 
cularly cruicial problem for Chemistry. 
Ross Chemical Laboratory was built 
in 1930 to meet the needs of an antici- 
pated 3,000 enrollment and to accom- 
modate a faculty to handle chemistry 
students from such an enrollment. No 
space has been added since, although 
enrollment has climbed to the present 
8,500. As a result, congestion problems 
begin in freshman classes and extend to 
faculty offices. 

To avoid a virtual. bottleneck in 
freshman chemistry courses, Dr. C. R. 
Saunders ’25, who doubles as dean of 
the School of Chemistry and head of 
the Chemistry Department*, has been 
forced to spread the freshman chemis- 
try load over four quarters. Thus stu- 
dents must take freshman chemistry 
when they get it rather than at the time

An even more undesirable conse- 
quence for freshmen is that a large 
proportion of them must share labora- 
tory lockers. During the heavy fall and 
winter quarters more than 1,300 stu- 
dents per quarter take freshman chem- 
istry; during each of these quarters 
more than 900 students must share one 
of the 869 lockers with a partner. Dr. 
Saunders that cir- 
cumstances one of the pair usually does 
the work and the other takes lab life 
The latter student doesn’t object 
at the moment but later finds that he 
didn’t learn all of the chemistry that 
he needs to know.

Even sharing lockers and spreading 
freshman chemistry over four quarters 
have not solved the problem. Since the 
influx of veterans after World War II, 
the Chemistry Department has reluct- 
antly cut the length of freshman lab- 
oratory periods from three to two hours 
in order to get an extra lab period per 
day. Dr. Saunders says, “A two-hour 
laboratory simply doesn’t give a stu- 


dent enough time to learn all of the 
fundamentals of chemistry that he 


should.” 

The necessity for offering more chem- 
istry and more-specialized chemistry for 
engineering students further compli- 
cates the problem. Dr. Saunders says, 
“As much as we would like to, we can- 
not offer the type of program that the 
School of Engineering desires and needs 
until we get more space.” 


Space Shortage Critical 


“If you had enough space, could you 
make the desired changes in the fresh- 
man curriculum with your present 
staff?” the Alumnews asked Dr. Saun- 
ders. “We could without additions to 
our permanent faculty if we could in- 
crease the number of graduate assis- 
tants from the present 15 to a minimum 
of 25—actually, a college as large as 
Auburn should have from 40 to 60 
graduate assistants in chemistry. But 
we cannot increase the number of grad- 
uate assistants substantially without 
additional space. Ghemistry faculty 
members and graduate students are 
scientists and must have facilities for 
research, 

“Our professors are conducting re- 
search in their offices with desks jam- 
med into corners and with every other 
available inch filled with equipment 
and supplies for research. In many 
cases, a graduate student also does his 
research work in his major professor's 
already. overcrowded office. Other 
graduate students are herded into small 
laboratories to conduct independent re- 
search in a fraction of the space allotted 


to commercial chemists doing similar 
work. Our laboratory facilities for 
advanced undergraduate courses are 


just as crowded as the freshman and 
graduate laboratories and our profess- 
ors’ offices so that there is no place in

Graduate assistants could be used to 
supervise undergraduate laboratory 
work and thus relieve regular faculty 
members, who now have to spend much 
time on routine lab duty. Professors 
would then be available for additional 
Sraduate and undergraduate lectures, 
enabling the department to offer a more 
varied graduate program and a service 
program to fit the needs of the School 
of: Engineering and of Auburn students 
in general. 


Faculty Retention Urgent 


One cannot overemphasize the im- 
portance of retaining the present strong 
departmental faculty. With it. Dr. 
Saunders only needs space and addi- 
tional graduate assistants to expand 
Chemistry’s program to fully meet all 
foreseeable demands. Without it, years 
of recruiting and rebuilding would be 
required; competition for chemists is 
keen, 


Of the seventeen regular members of 
the department, fourteen hold Ph.D.’s. 
another will receive his Ph.D. next 
month, and still another lacks only the 
finishing work on his dissertation. Only 
departmental rapport, mutual respect, 
and a strong sense of loyalty can ac- 
count for Auburn’s good fortune in hav- 
ing such a staff. But one must ques- 
tion how long these factors can offset 
low salaries and crowded conditions. 


Dr. Saunders considers improved re- 
search facilities and increased salaries 
of. equal importance in maintaining his 
staff: “A research chemist, such as those 
in our department, is not interested in 
money per se; after his family’s needs 
are adequately met, he is primarily in- 


terested in working conditions that per- 
mit the maximum use of his abilities. 
If we can increase salaries enough to 
catch the rising cost of living and can 
expand to improve conditions, we 
should have no problems with faculty 
depletion. Unless we accomplish these 
two goals, no one can predict our fu- 
ture with certainty.”

Humorist Earl Tucker Says— 


“There Are Better Ways To Die...” 


This is an unusual sort of book review—but it is about an even more 
unusual sort of book. Some months ago, Strode Publishers of Huntsville, 
Ala., and West Chicago, Ill., had the foresight to recognize that Earl Tuc- 
ker ’26 is a humorist worthy of permanent binding (Something which 
someone should have recognized at least two decades ago). The result 
is. that one can now buy a volume of pure, unadulterated pleasure for 


$2.50. The title is “Rambling Roses 
And Flying Bricks. 

Bob Smith ’28 at Burton’s Bookstore 
was kind enough to lend the Alurenews 
a copy of his second order of the book 
for this review—the first order was sold 
before we realized that it had come. 
Since then, this writer has been having 
so much fun reading and re-reading 
the Tucker selections therein that he 


hasn’t had the opportunity to think 
seriously of writing a review. 
In his “Foreword” to Rambling 


Roses and Flying Bricks, David Strode 
Akens almost evades a problem by say- 
ing, “To explain why Tucker is funny, 
you have to laugh.” But that alone will 
not do; Earl Tucker’s work is not just 
funny—it is geuine humor. Akens 
comes closer to the heart of the matter

In any case, this writer feels sorry 
for anyone who can’t find genuine plea« 
sure in the humor of either Tucker or 
Twain. We aren’t suggesting that there 
is such a person, but just want to ex« 


tend sympathy in advance in case one 


should be discovered. 

At this point our review of Rambling 
Roses And Flying Bricks has almost 
reached the length of space allotted and 
we haven’t really told what is in the 
book. It contains 42 humorous selec« 
tions ranging from “How to Get Killed 
Over Nothing or Something or Neither” 
to “There Are Better Ways to Die, All 
of Them Later.” Read one or all 42 
of. the selections and you'll understand 
how hard it is to review Earl Tucker 
and how much he deserves reviewing.—

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Education Field Study Seeks New 
Answers For Old School Problems 


“For Alabama schools to offer the kind of instruction that our chil- 
dren need and deserve, the public and the State Legislature must offer 
increased financial support; and at the same time, those of us in public 
education must learn to do the most effective job possible with what we 
have at any given time. The responsibility of the API School of Educa- 
tion is to help administrators and teachers achieve the highest possible 
quality of instruction under existing conditions. Our new field laboratory 


program is designed specifically to fulfill this responsibility,” says Dr, . 


Truman Pierce, dean of the API School of Education.

In directing the program, API pro- 
fessors and their assistants are work- 
ing under some important fundamental 


assumptions: First, they assume that 
quality of instruction can be improved 
by the teachers and administrators on 
the job in Alabama and that those 


teachers and administrators sincerely 
desire to do the most effective work 
possible, Secondly, they assume that 
although the final goal for each public 
school is the same, impediments to 
reaching that goal may vary with lo- 
cal situations and individual adminis- 
trators and teachers, 

Classes at the graduate study cen- 
ters thus begin with a careful analysis 
of problems in the schools represented 
by teachers and administrators in the 
class. Better instruction is the goal 
upon which professor and studénts ate 
agreed—-beyond that no one presumes 
to begin with pat answers. Problems 
and remedies must be arrived at by 
Study, analysis, and mutual agreement 
of the participants. The professor does 
not give the answers: he helps the 
group arrive at the answers. 

This API plan of attack for improv- 
ing instruction won the approval of 
the Fund for the Advancement of Edu- 
cation which has made a $50,000 grant 
to assist its implementation this year. 

From the program, the School of 
Education hopes to find some general 
as well as local answers to education’s 
problems. Each of the eight doctoral 
Students who are assisting with the 
program will write his dissertation up- 
On that phase with which he is inti- 
mately associated. 

Dr. Robert L. Saunders ’47, assistant 
to Dean Pierce and co-ordinator of the 
field program, says “It would be con- 
trary to the philosophy and purpose 
of the program to Suggest any specific 
answers or solutions now, since we are 
in the first year of actual implemen- 


tation. However, Auburn Alumni may 
_be interested in the development of 
-plan to this point; for an understand- 
ing of the development will not only 
‘show what we are trying to do but will 
also make the results more meaning- 
ful when they are ready for publica- 
tion.” 

The field study is the outgrowth of 
an API conference for newly-elected 
superintendents. The conference was 
held in June, 1957. The 20 superinten- 
dents found further conferences desir- 
able and from these came plans for a 
six-week summer workshop for key 
teachers, principals, and public school 
supervisors. Seventy people attended 
that workshop on the Auburn campus 
this summer. Establishment of the 
graduate study field centers this fall 
came as the final step. Throughout 
the entire development the School of 
Education has developed the program 
step-by-step in response to the express 
needs and desires of people supervising 
and teaching in the public schools. 

It should be noted here that the con- 
ferences for superintendents and their 
own peculiar problems continue and 
are independent of the special work 
being done at the graduate study cen- 
ters, where those attending may receive 
as much as sixteen hours of graduate 
residence credit for their work. The 
superintendent conferences are not for 
credit; they continue independent of 
but still related to the field study cen- 
ters to which they gave birth. The to- 
tal program of conferences and field 
study centers is a four-year experi- 
mental plan. 

Some results from the first year of 
operation of the graduate centers will 
be available at the close of schools this 
spring. Special tests to their public 
school students have been administered 
by those teachers attending the courses. 
These are being followed by other sets 
of tests at specific intervals, following 
changes in instruction that have re- 
sulted from study center analyses of 
problems and from initiation of re- 
medial plans. 


Results from work with the school 
superintendents will be less tangible 
than those from study centers, but the 
continued interest of the superinten- 
dents attests to its helpfulness to them 
—and that which helps a superinten- 
dent do a better job, inevitably influ- 
ences the quality of -instruction in 
schools under his supervision.

From the Editor's Cubbyhole— 


Why Emphasize Graduate Program? 


The relationship between graduate and undergraduate instruction in 
our colleges is frequently misunderstood. Intelligent, practical people 
often ask, “Why does Auburn emphasize, or even worry about, its grad- 

. uate program when it has difficulty finding enough well-qualified teach- 
ers for undergraduate classes?” The implication of this question, often 
the explicit extenuation of it, is that with present financial and instruc- 
tional shortages every hour spent in graduate instruction reduces by that 
amount the time devoted to first-rate undergraduate teaching. Such an 
assumption appears to be a simple deduction based on fundamental logic; 
however, actual facts on the academic scene make the reverse of it more 


nearly true. 

An effective graduate 
necessary to secure and maintain a 
well-balanced faculty campus-wide. 
For the benefit of undergraduate in- 
struction, Auburn must expend more 


program is 


money, effort, and planning on the 
graduate program as enrollment in- 
creases at the undergraduate level. 


Three rather simple facts explain this 
necessity: 

First, a good graduate program helps 
to attract and hold superior faculty 
members. To fully comprehend the sig- 
nificance of this fact, we must recog- 
nize first of all that the great scholar 
is fundamentally a human being and is 
subject to recognizable and  under- 
standable motivating influences. He de- 
Sires the satisfaction of achievement, 
a proper appreciation of his work, and 
the perpetuation of his own kind. He 
may have standards of achievement 
different from those of the ordinary 
man, and he may care only for ap- 
preciation from a_ relatively small 
number of people. But the basic desires 
are still those that induce us all to 
think, plan, and work, and the scholar 


-has a better opportunity to fulfill those 


desires when he is associated with a 
good graduate program. 

If we rid our minds of the intellec- 
tual-hermit image of the scholar, we 
can easily bring this whole matter into 
proper perspective. The scholar de- 
sires to achieve real mastery of a cer- 
tain area of human knowledge; such 
mastery requires research, constant 
study, and inspiration derived from 
contact with others following the same 
pursuit. Research for both student and 
professor is a recognized essential for 
any graduate program. In directing re- 
search for graduate students, the pro- 
fessor is constantly exploring new fa- 
cets of the subject he has chosen to 
master; his own research contributes 
to his preparation for lectures; and 
conversely, his preparation for lec- 
tures contributes to his research and 
his mastery of his subject; for in grad- 
uate lectures he is not primarily con- 
cerned, as he usually is in undergrad- 
uate instruction, with imparting a gen- 
erally established body of information. 

From good graduate students, the 
professor, who is a real scholar, re- 
ceives a significant proportion of both 


ee 


the appreciation he desires and the in- 
spiration he needs from those follow- 
ing the same pursuit. From directing 
the work of graduate students, he also 
further achieves the satisfaction of 
perpetuating his own kind in much the 
Same sense that a good coach achieves 
the same satisfaction from developing 
good athletes to their highest potential. 

When we recognize the necessity of 
a good graduate program to secure and 
retain superior professors, our sec= 
ond simple fact requires little elabora= 
tion: A group of superior faculty mem- 
bers attracts more-competent teachers 
down through the ranks from associate 
professors to beginning instructors and 
graduate assistants. Any good teacher 
obviously welcomes the opportunity to 
associate with a great teacher; if that 
good teacher is continuing his own for- 
mal education while he teaches, he 
will demand an opportunity to study 
under great teachers, 

Teachers pursuing further formal 
education themselves will always com< 
pose a significant proportion of the 
teaching staff at any large college. To 
secure the best teachers in this cate- 
gory a good graduate program is ab-= 
solutely essential. 

Our third simple fact is that Auburn 
must train her share of future college 
teachers or become a parasite on other 
colleges and universities. Of course no 
one loves a parasite and no Auburn 
alumnus wants his Alma Mater known 
as such, Furthermore, a parasite leads 
a precarious existence, being always 
subject to the danger of starvation if 
its host does not flourish. The supply 
of well-trained college teachers is 
dwindling with dangerous rapidity. As 
an institution that is ever proud to 
serve her state and nation, Auburn 
must train her share of future college 
teachers.

a Coach Jordan Compares 1958 Team 


With 1957 National Champions

Auburn Head Football Coach 
I have been asked on many.occasions during the past football season 
to compare the 1958 team with our National Championship team of 1957. 
It was hard to make this comparison with another game coming up each 
Saturday. With the season over now and several days to consider the 
two teams, I’d have to say that they compliment each other. 


In 1957 we were fortunate enough to 
go unbeaten while this past season a 
7-7 tie with Georgia Tech marred the 
perfect record. The tie or a loss might 
easily have happened a year ago with 
a wrong bounce—say something like 
the two deflected passes that gave 
Tech the tie. 

Statistically, we were better offen- 
Sively this season because of the wide 
open attack we developed at mid-sea- 
son. While our defensive record was 
not as impressive this season, it was 
near par; we were sound, 


I favor the performance of the 1958 
-team because of the pressure on them. 
They entered the season with 14 con- 
secutive victories, defending National 
Champions, high pre-season ratings, 
and the No. 1 target of each of the 10 
opponents. The football team deserves 
tremendous credit for adding 10 more 
unbeaten games to this string, but don‘t 
overlook the marvelous job done by 
the assistant coaches. 


No football staff in the United States 
has more qualified assistants than we 
are blessed with here at Auburn, They 
have faced each Saturday’s game with 
level heads and prepared our team 
brilliantly. Their on-the-field work 
is evident by the long victory string, 
but the time and patience they have 
given to scouting, checking films, in- 
dividual conferences with players, and 
speaking engagements can never be 
tabulated. I've thanked them individ- 
ually but it will be hard to ever put 
into words my respect for them. 


Injuries played a major role in the 
58 team. In fact we finished the season 
with a much different team than we 
started with. And our success, or a 
great portion of it, must be accredited 
to boys not really counted in the pic-

ture prior to the opening game with 
Tennessee. 

Only one change was made in the 
starting lineup during the season other 
than injuries to starters Ronnie Robbs, 
Tommy Lorino, and Lloyd Nix. Junior 
Teddy Foret moved in as a starting 
tackle after the Tennessee game for 
the only change. Robbs was replaced 
after his injury by Ed Dyas and Jimmy 
Reynolds at fullback. 

The big difference was in the second 
unit. It seemed that when we needed 
the big play a different player would 
come through. 

Looking back, I remember the play 
of young Dyas in the Tennessee game 
after Robbs was injured. The Chatta- 
nooga and Kentucky game hero was 
Jimmy Laster. Against Georgia Tech, 
Reynolds and Soph Jimmy Pettus came 
into their own and kept the pressure 
on the Yellow Jackets all afternoon. 

With Nix out of the Maryland game 
with a shoulder injury, lanky Richard 
Wood came in and did a remarkable 
job. Reynolds again was superb with a 
62-yard TD run. Wood and Soph End 
Joe Leichtnam won the Florida game 
with a fine pass play. 

Against Mississippi State, with Lo- 
rino on the sideline for the first time, 
young Pettus really came into his own 
with three TD receptions from Wood 
and Nix. Then against Georgia, when 
we needed the big play, Bobby Lauder 
came off the injured list and caught a 
TD pass then ran 20 yards for another. 
Vets Lorino and Nix took over again 
to beat Wake Forest.

Mike Donahue Revered 
Former Auburn Coach 


Dies In Baton Rouge 


On Dec. 11, 1958, Joseph (Mike) 
Donahue died in Baton Rouge, ‘La., at 
the age of 84. His death brings a sense 
of personal loss to Auburn men. As 
head coach of Auburn football from 
1904 through 1922, the pint-sized Irish- 
man ushered in a golden era of grid- 
iron prowess on the Plains. 

He came to America from Ireland at 
the age of 12. He attended Yale where 
he won letters in five sports. He was 
a charter member of football’s Hall of 
Fame. After he left Auburn, he was 
head coach at Louisiana State Univer- 
sity for five years. 

Somehow it seems fitting that dur+ 
ing the last two years of ‘his life both 
Auburn and LSU became national 
football champions. National cham= 
pionships did not exist while he was at 
Auburn—But Auburn and Mike Dona- 
hue had some champion teams. At 
Homecoming in 1957, Coach Donahue 
was back in Auburn to see the cham- 
pion Tigers trounce Florida. The ac+ 
companying photograph was made at 
that. time.

nected with Regional Design for Re- 
Settlement Administration and was the 
Designing Engineer in Charge at Brook- 
ley Field, Mobile and Napier Field, 
Greenville, S.C, the Air Base at Green- 
Ville, S. C. and at the Carolina Ship- 
yard and was in charge of Shipways 
and Outside Works on Panama City 
Yard. He has had work outside of the 
United States, also being the Civilian 
Engineer on the Recife: Brazil, grading, 
paving and drainage and a number of 
other works in South America and at 
the Prince Rupert office in Canada. 
From 1944 to 1957, had his office in 
Montgomery, He has lived in Dothan 
Since 1939 and now resides at 305 South 
Park Ave. He is married and has three 
Children and eleven grandchildren.

Cox in Birmingham relative to the es- 
tablishment of a Chapter of Delta Sigma 
Phi at Auburn, 


“After several months of work, with 
Brother Cox as the guiding light, eight 
selected men from the classes of 1909-11 
petitioned Delta Sigma Phi for a char- 
ter. 


“The petition was worked up by the 
Beddow Brothers, Noel, already men- 
tioned, and his brother, Roderick. 


“The charter was formally presented 
December 8, 1908, nine years after Na- 
tional itself was formed. The charter 
was presented in a chapter room, used 
for several years, over Toomer’s Drug 
Store. This old and respected firm is 
still in existence and occupies the most 
prominent corner in our town.” 


As did many young chapters Kappa 
was forced to suspend operations some 
time after its inception. It was re- 
activated in 1921 with V. A. Smith and 
Professor J. C. Grimes of Auburn, Hol- 
land Cox and Noel and Roderick Bed- 
dow of Birmingham taking the lead. 
For their yeoman service the Beddow 
brothers were adopted by Kappa Chap- 
ter.

Why Are Our Children Cheating?

“I believe that this is a practical world and that I can count only on 
what I earn. Therefore, I believe in work—hard work. 
“T believe in education, which gives me the knowledge to work wise- 
ly and trains my mind and hands to work skillfully. 
“I believe in honesty and truthfulness, without which I cannot win 
the respect and confidence of my fellow men.”— 


So goes a part of the Auburn Creed, 
written by the late Dr. George Petrie. 
The Creed has been, through the years, 
an inspiration for thousands of Auburn 
men and women. For many it has 
been, next to their church creed, a 
statement of faith. 


Today, people are concerned with the 
quality of education our boys and girls 
are receiving. However, from the find- 
ings of recent studies, our concern might 
well be, “Are our children cheating 
their way through school?” 

I say our because all adults are re- 
sponsible. It is true that parents must 
accept the fact that they, above every- 
one else, are responsible for their chil- 
dren—what they are or will become. 


SOME DISTURBING FACTS 


What are the facts regarding cheat- 
ing? Two sociologists, Philip E. Jacobs 
of the University of Pennsylvania, and 
William F. Byron of Northwestern, re- 
port, from a scientific study they con- 
ducted, that between 40 and 50 percent 
of all college students cheat their way 
through: school, 


Eugene Gilbert, President of the Gil- 
bert Youth Research Co,, has pointed 
out in his syndicated column that inter- 
views with 682 high school young people 
showed that 42 percent of the boys and 
31 percent of the girls admitted that 
they sometimes cheat on exams, 

Nino Lo Bello, in Household Maga+ 
zine, reported that top school adminis- 
trators from all over the United States, 
were inclined to believe that no less 
than 90) percent of all students resort 
to some form of classroom dishonesty 
while in school. One New York Uni- 
versity professor remarked, 

“Education is the only big business 
Where people spend good money to buy 
something and then do their darndest to 
avoid collecting.” 


SOME STARTLING ATTITUDES 


What is the worst thing about this 
cheating picture? Studies show that 
Students have no sense of wrong doing 
When they cheat. At the University of

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California, cheating is referred to as 
“The Good Neighbor Policy.” 


Eugene Gilbert’s study showed that 
44 percent of the boys and 35 percent 
of the girls felt justified in cheating, 
“What’s so serious?” asked a 17 year 
old Chicago girl, “I don’t really feel I’ve 
done anything wrong.” A girl in Dallas, 
Texas said, “If you can get away with 
it you are smart. If you get caught you 
are stupid.” 

A recent Rochester, New York study 
gives the following picture of attitudes. 
Students feel that: 


Classroom honesty is different 
from that of the outside world. The 
act of being caught is a greater crime 
than cheating itself. The harder the 
test the more justified you are in 
cheating. The majority of students 
will cheat if the opportunity is given. 
The philosophy of “getting by” is 
more important than the knowledge 
learned. 

Innumerable examples of cheating 
methods could be cited. They range 
all the way from obvious copying to a 
hearing aid that was, in reality, a two- 
way communication device whereby a 
graduate student, taking an oral exam- 
ination, could get his answers from an 
accomplice in another building. The 
accomplice heard the questions and dic- 
tated the answers from the text book. 


CAUSES OF POOR ATTITUDES 


Our concern is with causes. What 
are the causes for such behavior and 
the attitudes behind it? Before too 
many of us shout, “Parents,” and leave 
it there, let’s examine the adult ideas 
around us, in school, civie, religious and 
business life. 

For a summary statement let us turn 
to an editorial “Low Estate of Public 
Morals,” by Louis LaCoss in the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. Mr. LaCoss 
questioned whether the fault lay in the 
home or school and concluded both were 
at fault: “Among too many of us the 
accepted premise is that anything is 
fair unless we get caught; that each 
of us is entitled to something for noth- 
ing; that the world owes us a living; 
that gyping the other fellow before he 
Syps you is the only policy that pays 
off.” 

To Mr. LaCoss’s statement one might 
also add that too many of us accept the 
premise that anything is all right if it 
can be classified as “good business” or 
“good politics.” 

Parents do have an inescapable re- 
sponsibility in the total picture: They 
are the most significant adults in the 
lives of their children. To them belongs 
the first responsibility for instilling a 
high sense of honesty and integrity in 
boys and girls. Only parents can pro- 
vide a home setting conducive to build- 
ing good study habits. 

A study of 4,957 teen-age boys and 
girls conducted by Wilson Little of Sac- 
ramento State College and A. L. Chap- 
man of the University of Texas shows 
one of their chief worries to be that 
of how to manage their time. They 
were concerned about how to get 
enough hours of sleep and how to stay 
home long enough to study. 

A 16 year old boy said, “I have no 
place to be alone to study and my par- 
ents can’t understand why I don’t make 
good grades.”’ While another said, “One 
of. my problems is that my mother and 
father don’t keep me at home very 
much. They let me go when and where 
I want to.” 


ADULT ACTION NEEDED NOW 


What can we do? A lot of students 
of all ages need the leadership of men 
and women who have and are doing 
a lot of thinking, evaluating, and teach- 
ing. They need:
